LAST NIGUT'S DESPATCHES,

ACCEPTANCE BY FRANCE OF THE TWENTY-FIVE
DAYS ARMISTICE—TIE REVICTUALLING OF
PARIS—A SATISFACTORY PEACE PROBABLE—
THE REVOLUTIONARY DISTURBANCES IN
FRARCE,

Lo¥noN, Nov, 4—The Examiner notices that
Biemarck sesumes s much more friendly tone to.
ward the United States than toward Great Britain,
and comments with bitternesg on Lhe contrast.

The Cabinct was In extraordinary session to-day
Earl Granville received a dispateh, announcing
the aceeptance by Trochu of the armistice, on the
terms proposed by Bismarck. The protocol of the
armistice was signed by Trochu, Jules Fayre
Arago, Ferry, Garnier-Pages, Pelletan, Pleard
and simon, on the part of the provisional govern-
ment, and by Bismarck and General Von Moltke
on the part of the Germans.

The election in Parls, on the gquestion of main-
talning the powers of the government for intional
defence, resulted in an overwhelming majority in
favor of the govermment. The National Guoards
marched in battslions to the polls and deposited
their votes, ull of which were *‘yes.”

The armistico commences on November 4 aud
ondi on November 28, A decree nrdunng the eloc-
tion will be isgued to-morrow, afid the Constituent
Apsembly is convoked to meet ou November 15, The
conditions of the armistice concerning the revie-
tualling of Paris were pot stated in the dispateh.
Bismarck on October 50 told a World correspondent
that he was certaln the armistice wonld lead to a
satisfactory peace. The correspondent ssked: “Will
any peace be satisfactory without a cession of terri-
tory?” Bismarck replied: “No!" The correspon-
dent then asked: “WIill the French people support
n government which coneents to a cesslon of terri-
turyl'.’" and Bizmarck replied only with his peculiar
smile,

An American, who left Paris on the 20th, reports
that purchasers of meat were sllowed to buy only
four ounces each dally, The supply of flour was
abundant, but was carefully hoarded.

An officinl telegram from Berlin states that the
bombardment of Parie is delayed for no other
reason than that the preparations therefor are in-
complete.

The Prussian Uross Gazette says that If an arm-
istice is granted, Parls would not have a right to re-
victual, and thia being admitted by all parties, it
may be nesumed that all believe peacs will be ne-
gotiated during the suspension of arme.

'arriage and vainly endeavored to address the
people, but the latter refused to listen to bim,
shouting conetantly ‘“Vive la commune ot pas d'ar-
mistice.” Trochn then came forward and addressed
the crowd. He reviewed what was being done to
render Parls impregnable, and expressed hisutmost
devotion to the republic and to the people.
